2. Notes on Internal Training 

a. An Office of Computer Services representative has expressed the 
opinion that any move toward using Computer Assisted Instruction (CAI) 
in the Agency would have to came from OTR, not OCS. Two principal 
disadvantages of hooking up to OCS computer equipment are: lack of 
available computer time; and the very high cost of remote terminals to 
any point outside Headquarters Building. This cost might even exceed 
the cost of renting equipment independently. A few months ago OCS 
demonstrated CAI equipment to a group of OTR instructors. We have no 
immediate plans for use of CAI and are still seeking more convincing 
argument that the state of fee art offers any dramatic breakthrough 
toward better teaching and learning. 

b. With only three enrollments, the next Chiefs of Station Seminar 
scheduled for 7*18 October will probably be canceled. The last running 
of this course was in June. The DDP/TRO has been asked to investigate 
the reasons behind the lack of registrations; depending upon response, 
we will probably have to reschedule other runnings planned for FT 1969. 
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At the Defease Intelligence School, 95 s indents enrolled in the 38- 
veeK Defense Intelligence Course on the missions, functions, and organ- 
isation of the Agency.
